R u s s ia 's “ P e a c e ” F o r c e t h a t is D is tu r b ­ 
in g E u r o p e . 


L o n d o n , February 12th.—Next to the ill­ 
ness of the Crown Prince of Germany, the 
question of moment is whether Russia will 
still persist in her policy of Russian su­ 
premacy in Bulgaria in spite of the risks 
which it involves of a breach with Austria, 
and consequently with Germany. The an­ 
swer is that Russia continues to increase 
her army on the western frontier, and un­ 
doubted! jri“con temp latea war either with 
Austria or Germany, or with both. A 
movement of Russian troops more exten­ 
sive than would be needed for purposes of 
delense can hardly be interpreted otherwise 
than as a menace.' 
The present “ peace garrison ” of the 
frontier provinces of Warsaw, W ilna and 
Kielf numbers 335,400 meu and 715 field- 
guns. On the same frontiers the Germans 
have 102,000 men and 350 guns, and Aus- 
trians only 43,000 meu and 110 guns. On 
the frontier strips of Germany and Russia 
the Russians have 135,000 men, 25,500 
horses and 2S0 guns ; as against 83,000 men, 
15,000 horses and 250 guns on the German 
side. 
The official figures 
for the Austrian 
frontier show still greater superiority in 
favor of Russia. These figures are given 
only to show that the serious strengthen­ 
ing of the Russian frontier forces m ust be 
regarded by her western neighbors as pre­ 
liminary to a war with one or both of them, 
which neither of them has at present cause 
to begin. The Russian Government ad­ 
mits that arm y corps are being moved to 
the west, ano that the movement began 
some lime ago and has not yet ended. 


M OV EM EN T OF RO UM AN IAN TROOPS. 
Im portant 
movements of Roumanian 
troops have taken place as a measure of 
safety, consequent on the.m assing of Rus­ 
sian troops on the Roumanian frontier, 
and the Turks are hurrying the work of 
fortifying Adrianople. 
Ttie massing of 
Russian troops in Bessarabia can indicate 
nothiug but an intention to attack either 
Roumania or Bulgaria. 
In well-informed 
quarters the opinion prevails that the open­ 
ing of spring will see either Russia on* the 
march to assert her rights in Bulgaria, or 
Prince Bismarck hint to Prince Ferdinand 
that his abdication of the Bulgarian throne 
is necessary in the interests of peace. 


STRANGE “ PE A C E ” M OVEM ENTS. 


B e r l i n , February 12th.—The Czar held a 
grand council last night, at which every 
leading General was present.

The latest 
Warsaw dispatches state that there have 
arrived at that city four regiments of Cir­ 
cassian cavalry en route for the l’inezow 
and Kcilee districts. At Michalowitz, near 
the Galician frontier, immense barracks 
have been raised, and an order from St. 
Petersburg directs the execution of the 
plans for the mobilization of part of the 
field artillery. 
On the Austrian side there is an increase 
in the num ber of recruits and officers for 
the Landwehr. 
Large purchases of Krupp 
guns have been made, and enormous war 
contracts for provisions and m unitions of 
war have been executed. 
On the German side, the most significant 
feature is the extension of strategic rail­ 
ways on the frontier.

It is the intention of the 
Appropriation Committee to call up the 
urgent deficiency appropriation bill early 
in the week. This measure has been de­ 
layed some time by lagging supplementary 
estimates, but it will probably be disposed 
of during the next few days. * 
The morning hours will be devoted to the 
discussion of Dingley’s bill relative to ton­ 
nage dues, the French exposition bill, the 
bill to require the testing of chains and 
anchors, and the bill to prevent frauds on 
American manufacturers.

United States Consul at San Salvador has 
made a report to the Department of State 
in regard to the railway system of Central 
America. He says that President Menen- 
dez, of Salvador, is an earnest friend of the 
United States, and, like President Barrios, 
of Guatemala, favors an assimilation of 
the institutions and business methods of 
his country to those of the United States. 
Barrios projected the construction of a 
railway irom the Bay of San Lomas, on 
the Caribbean Sea, to Guatemala City, a 
distance of 150 miles, where it was to con­ 
nect with the existing narrow-gauge of the 
Guatemala Central, 75 miles in length and 
terminating on the Pacific at the open 
roadstead of San Jose. Forty miles of 
this transcontinental road from Puerto 
Barrios to Guatemala City, were half-fin­ 
ished at the time of Barrios' death.

successor, President Barillos, purposes the 
same policy, favoring the construction ol a 
trans-Isthm ian and other railways pro­ 
jected in Guatemala, particularly the one 
designed to connect the Capitals of Guate­ 
mala and Mexico.

LISTIHG LANDS. 


There has been a ripple of opposition to 
the plan of listing lands for sale in the 
headquarters of the State Board of Trade 
at San Francisco. Tire plan itself should 
be very briefly outlined. The State Board 
of Trade lias established and is maintain­ 
ing a splendid exhibition of the products 
of the State, where the tourist, the trav­ 
eler and the immigrant will have access to 
it. To give the effort of the State Board 
of Trade a practical direction, the desire 
of the intending settler to ascertain where 
land may be purchased, and at what rate, 
is met by affording him means of informa­ 
tion through lists of land for sale in the 
country. To guarantee the inquirer against 
misrepresentation and fraud the State 
Board lias limited the listing privilege to 
such counties only as have affiliated, and 
thereby contribute to the expense of keep­ 
ing up the organization ; and have further 
restricted the listing privilege to such land 
only as ran receive.the indorsement of the 
local Board of Trade or Improvement Asso­ 
ciation of the county in which the land Is 
situated. This affords a reasonable guar­ 
anty that the representations concerning 
the land are approximately correct. The 
greatest difficulty the new-comer has to 
contend with is the ascertainment of the 
property suitable to his wants. 
It should 
be further understood that the cost of vis­ 
iting California makes it absolutely impos­ 
sible for the hernl of a family intending to 
emigrate from an Eastern State to visit 
this State on a tour of inspection. Only the 
wealthier class, such as capitalists with 
large sums of money to invest, can afford 
to take this precaution. People in the 
middle circumstances of life cannot afford 
to spend the money to visit and inspect 
the State as a preliminary precaution to 
emigration. The result is that men bring 
families to the State, and find that hotel 
bills and the expense of travel necessary 
to inspection of the land rapidly consume 
their means. Registers relating to each 
affiliatin • county are, therefore, kept in the 
State Board of Trade, and under certifi­ 
cate’s from the local Boards in these coun­ 
ties lands for sale, with name and address 
of seller, description and price, are made 
accessible to all visitors to the headquar­ 
ters of the Board. The officers of the 
Board in charge of the headquarters have 
nothing more to do with the subject than 
to keep the books exposed for the inspec­ 
tion of those who desire to examine the 
State or to purchase property. 
It is 
claimed that there is in this a liability of 
abuse. It may be admitted that the ad­ 
ministration of ali systems is liable to 
abuse. To raise the question of liability 
to abuse is somewhat far-fetched. 
It will 
be lime enough to raise that question 
when charges of abuse actually are made. 
The opposition to the plan, however, pro­ 
ceeds wholly from the real estate brokers 
of San Francisco. 
In the smaller towus 
and country ranters it is impossible to find 
business enongli to sustain a land or real 
■ estate agency. 
The more remote parts ol the State are 
8eldoin visited by immigrants or tourists. 
To bring the holdings that are for sale to 
the attention of this class, it has heretofore 
been necessary to list the lands with real 
estate brokers in San Francisco. In this 
way ninety per cent, of all the country 
business, excluding a few cities like Sacra­ 
mento, San Jose, Stockton, etc., is trans­ 
acted with the assistance of real estate 
brokers at San Francisco. At least that 
percentage of the lands offored are called 
to the attention of the intending pur­ 
chasers through the San Francisco brokers. 
This resulted always in a division of com­ 
mission where transactions followed. The 
headquarters of the State Board of Trade 
furnishes to the country real estate dealer 
and to the owner of the land, who intends 
to he his own agent and broker, convenient 
facilities without cost, either to the pur­ 
chaser or seller, of bringing the property 
for sale to the attention of the intending 
purchasers. 
With this explanation the 
opposition to the plan of listing the lands 
at headquarters of the State Board of 
Trade is easily understood. 
Until some 
feature of this plan, not now apparent, is 
developed, it appears to us to lie feasible, 
practicable and worthy of lieing pursued 
until experience has demonstrated that it 
cannot be kept free from abuses or has 
established its impracticability. General 
advertising of the resources of a country 
serves only to attract attention of the 
country. When it has attracted attention, 
and the tide cf immigration has set in, the 
facilities for disseminating definite, partic-' 
ular and practical information cannot be 
too liberally supplied. 


T iie charge is made that a ring exists in 
San Francisco for the smuggling in of 
opium, and that white men and not Chi­ 
nese constitute the ring; that they have 
successfully operated by use of a yacht in 
meeting incoming shi{« from China out­ 
side the “ Heads,” receiving the contra­ 
band opium, and running for north or 
south obscure landings, where there are no 
customs officers to interfere. 
It is alleged 
that a deputy inspector is one of the ring, 
his task being the light one of closing his 
eyes to what goes in San Francisco harbor. 
Collector Hager is reported also as adm it­ 
ting that he knows there is an opium ring, 
and the Assistant U nited States District 
Attorney makes the same statement. 
The 
men alleged to be guilty of forming the 
smuggling syndicate are ex-Sheriff Con­ 
nolly, ex-Assessor Holtz, 
Customs In ­ 
spector Fogarty, and a man named W hal- 
ley. 
All these parties, on being inter­ 
viewed, deny their guilt emphatlcallv, and 
say that they do not even have a passing 
acquaintance with each other, while one of 
them has been confined to his house for 
two months by serious illness. On the 
other hand, men who claim to speak by 
the book insist that the ring exists, and 
has been actively at work to date, and that 
not only one but three yachts are now 
used 
to 
intercept 
the steamers and 
ships 
and 
take 
off the opium. 
To 
add color to the complexion of the rumors» 
one newspajier reports the United States 
D istrict Attorney's assistant as saying that 
only newspaper rerelation prevented the 
criminals being seized, but by untimely 
press chatter 
the guilty parties were 
warned an 1 the evidences to convict them 


were put out of \lie way. 
Here is involv- 
ment enough to justify an investigation. 
W here there are such grave charges made, 
and such em phatic denials entered upon a 
subject of such importance1, inquiry as to 
the real facts should be put on foot. 
I t is 
probable that there has been successful 
large, smuggling, possible th at some cus­ 
toms 
subordinate 
officers 
have 
been 
privy to it, but in 
the 
face of 
the 
denial 
of Fogarty, 
and 
his 
demand 
ifor investigation, it can scarcely be refused 
him. 
Assaults upon character are very 
easily made, and whenever they are allowed 
to pass uninvestigated there is encourage­ 
m ent for reckless and vicious repetitions. 
It is due, too, to the public that this long- 
talked-of corruption should be laid hare, 
or the falsehood of the stories exjiosed. 


T h e views of Governor Stanford u jk h i 
the cause of [icverty (elsewhere printed) 
will meet with the concurrence of most 
]>eopie who have given the subject thought. 
Very different indeed are the causes he 
assigns, from those mouthed by the < leorge- 
ites, whose ideas of progress appear to Ik1 
founded in envy of the successes of others. 
Senator Stanford is unquestionably correct 
in attributing most of the want and misery 
of the day to improvidence and intemjier- 
anoe. The age and the country afibrd men 
such opportunities for comforts as were 
never enjoyed by any other people in any 
other time, and there never was less rea­ 
son and excuse for poverty. That the suc­ 
cessful accumulation of means and the de­ 
velopment of wealth by one should cause 
another to be improvident or intemperate, 
is a silly claim, and yet it is soberly ad­ 
vanced by a school of sensational social 
economists. That development of wealth 
alone should serve as an excuse for the 
idleness and wastefulness and inability of 
others, is equally as foolish an idea There 
is poverty and suffering in the land that is 
deserving and not even preventable, hut so 
it has been from the beginning, and so it 
will be to the end. 
It is in this direction, 
to the relief of the worthy poor, that the 
offices of true charity are devoted. But 
the assumption of the socialistic radicals, 
that nothing short of an even division all 
around will bring about equality and jus­ 
tice in possessions, is simple nonsense and 
rot. 
If all the world’s goods were evenlv 
partitioned to-morrow among all men, be­ 
fore Saturday night the thrifty, provident, 
wise and industrious would absorb all the 
miserly did not retain, and the old condi­ 
tion of things would be restored.

equality with other laborers, and even 
favorable to their admission to citizenship, 
would undergo a radical change, if any 
considerable number of Chinamen could 
be placed in the large Eastern cities. 
It 
is estimated that there are now in Phila­ 
delphia, New York, Boston, Washington, 
Chicago and St. Louis no less than 11,000 
Chinese, and in smaller cities an aggregate 
of from 2,000 to 2,o00. These obnoxious 
people are working for California and re­ 
striction of Chinese exclusion, with more 
latency than all the orators and pamphlet 
literature we could send to the East. The 
day is very near at hand when public 
opinion in the United States will be prac 
ticallv unanimous upon the Chinese ex­ 
clusion question. Our Eastern friends will 
then look back with surprise, if not some 
shame, to the period in which they de­ 
nounced Californians as the “ Rowdies of 
the West.” 


POVERTY VERSUS PROGRESS. 


S e n a to r S ta n f o r d 's iV ie w s a s to its C a u s e 
a n d th e R e m e d y . 
The W ashington correspondent of the 
San Francisco Examiner reports an inter­ 
view with Senator Stanford in which he 
asked the Senator: 
‘‘How would you abolish beggary ?” 
“There is only one way,” he said, “ Dry 
up the source—abolish the conditions that 
make beggars. To try to cure poverty by 
street charity is like trying to stop a hole 
in your roof by mopping up the puddles 
that gather on yonr floor.” 
I asked him if he would specify the con­ 
ditions. 
“Yes,” he said, “I can vaguely indicate 
them. Let me say, in the first place, that 
it is net millionaires that cause poverty, by 
a good deal. Nobody is worse off because 
the Vanderbilts are worth $200,000,000. If 
they had not the wealth it would not exist 
at all. It is only in this community where 
millionaires are possible that the average 
citizen has enough to eat. Now, what 
C tuses poverty ? 
“ First—Ignorance of how to save money. 
I found beggars in California in 1850, when 
any man could go out with a tin pan and 
earn $5 before breakfast. W hen, by work­ 
ing three hours a day a man could make 
his board and clothes, there were always 
shiftless creatures around whom the rest 
had to support, it is the saíne way now. 
The soil is wonderfully fruitful there. 
Merely 20,000 men produce all the wheat of 
the State and export a million tons of it 
every year, and yet there are beggars. We 
can cut, thrash and sack w hea; at an ex­ 
pense of 14 cents a hundred pounds, pota­ 
toes cost only half a cent a pound and flour 
is only $4 a barrel, and yet there is want. 
An im portant cause is untbrift. People do 
not understand economy or practice it, as 
almost every rich man has had to at some 
time in his life. I really believe that there 
would be beggars in the world before night 
if $20 gold pieces were to be sown broad­ 
cast every morning, and so distributed that 
every man, woman and child were certain 
to get some. 
“Second—The sale and use of liquor. As 
long as there are ten times as many saloons 
in this country as there are 
of both 
churches and schools, and they are mainly- 
supported by the very poor, the sources of 
misery are pretty obvious. 
"Third—A lack of manual training. This 
last need is most serious. If so many peo­ 
ple could be taught trades that the entire 
product of this country were doubled 
next year, the wages w orld be doubled, 
either in increase of money received or in 
the smaller ccst of the necessities of life to 
be bought. More capable skilled hands— 
that is one of our greatest needs. My great 
hope is in my university, which I wish to 
build so tall and deep and broad that the 
rudiments of every useful trade and occu­ 
pation may be taught. W hen everybody 
knows bow to do some difficult and useful 
thing, poverty will rapidly dim inish.”

DEATH OF ANDREW J. STEVENS— 
HIS LIFE AND INVENTIONS. 


A P rin ce 
A m ong M ech a n ics—R e­ 
sp ected an d H on ored o f M en— 
G r ief o f th e P eople. 


The citrus fair at Riverside is attracting 
large crowds of visitors. 


This comm unity has not in several years, 
hv reason of the death of one of its citi­ 
zens, so deeply felt the heavy hand of woe 
as now. In every home in Sacramento 
there are sympathetic hearts laden with 
sorrow for the cessation of one of the most 
useful lives of the social organization. An­ 
drew Jackson Stevens is dead, and the city 
of his home mourns for him with the sin­ 
cerity that only genuine sorrow knows- 
T o tell the story of his life is exceeding 
difficult, for his activity was like that of 
the deep, resistless under-current—noise­ 
less. undemonstrative, almost unseen of 
men, but felt throughout the walks of labor 
and recognized in mechanic arts as have 
been few others. Not all great names are 
paraded before the world. There are giants 
and heroes in walks of life of whom men 
hear little, but whose achievements op­ 
erate upon (he most vital a Hairs of life, and 
affect every tide of trade and commerce. 
A. J. Stevens was one of these silent giant 
workers in the boundless field of mechan­ 
ical achievement, of whom the 
world 
learned but little from him, but whose tri­ 
umphs are imperishable monuments to his 
indomitable will, his marvelous energy, 
and his contribution to inventive progress. 
To the inventors and organizers of labor 
forces the world owes as much, if not 
more, than to its battle-scarred heroes, or 
the statesmen who have molded its policies. 
W hile contention goes with the latter, 
and blood is shed upon the field, these 
silent workers give to us the means for 
lessening 
hum an 
toil 
and 
achieving 
victories, and the agencies by which we re­ 
duce native forces to obedience and make 
the elements servan's to do our slightest 
bidding. 
W hile the thought 
of 
men 
wrestles with ideas for betterment of social 
conditions, the 


MASTER MECHANIC MINDS 
Evolve the instrum entalities by which we 
overcome the obstacles nature interposes to 
m an’s conquest of the world, and gives us 
the enginery with which we span land and 
sea, conquer to our uses the most stubborn 
natural torces, turn up to the light of the 
sun and to hum an uses the hidden wealth 
of the bowels of the earth, and through 
which agencies we eliminate time as an 
element of communication, bring the most 
distant marts each to the threshold of the 
other, disclose the depths of the wilderness 
and reclaim it to civilization, chain time 
itself to the wheels of commerce, and, pene­ 
trating the firmament, search out its mys­ 
teries. 
In the fullest and broadest sense of the 
word, A. J. Stevens was a master inventor, 
a master mechanic and a master organizer 
o f labor and mechanical forces. Rising 
from the apprentice rank to the direction of 
one of the most complete and successfully 
productive mechanical 
agencies in the 
Union, he knew the capacity of mechanics, 
their duty and their due, their obligations 
and their rights; and while exacting from 
them the one, all his life he fearlessly stood 
the champion of the other. 
He m ar­ 
shalled 
anil 
used 
great 
bodies 
of 
skilled workers as a masterly general 
controls armies, husbanding their strength, 
studying their field of action, and achiev­ 
ing victories by irresistible force and tact­ 
ical skill 
If A. J. Stevens fought no bat­ 
tles and held no office in State, he never­ 
theless rendered such service to mechanical 
science that his lellow-citizens would be 
urigratefiil or blind if thev failed to ac­ 
knowledge 
them. 
The department of 
service in which this silent, tireless worker 
and brainy man labored entitles him to a 
foremost place in the annals of mechanics 
and of good citizenship, and this a grateful 
constituency and a sorrowing community 
give him unhesitatingly. 
In an age re­ 
markable tor its great deeds and heroes Mr. 
Stevens labored and conquered in a field 
that gives to progressive America almost as 
much importance as its constitutions and 
tolerance, and in which area a great body 
of 
' 
MASTER MINDS 
Has developed agencies and forces that are 
contributing almost as much to our pros­ 
perity and progress as our political consti­ 
tutions and not less tban our social Institu­ 
tions. A. J. Stevens, in whose honor to­ 
day the municipal government withholds 
itself from business while his remains pass 
by. to do them h o n o r; oat of respect to 
whose memory the business of the city of 
his home uncovers as his body is borne to 
its last resting place; for whom two thou­ 
sand comrades in the battle of mechanic 
skill with natural obstacles take positions 
as mourners, and whose death has brought 
sorrow to an entire community, was born 
in Barnard, W indsor county, Vermont, 
September 14, 1833, and was therefore a 
little over fifty-four years of age at the 
time of his death. 
It 
is 
a 
singular 
coincidence that the locomotive, culled in 
regular order to duty, that bore him to his 
home just before he died should have borne 
the same number as the years of his life. 
Conscious that he was nearing his first mo- 
menis, fie roused up and asked “ Ben" 
Smith, Superintendent of 
Locomotives, 
what locomotive was drawing the car. and, 
when the num ber was given.it awakened 
in him surprise; he followed the inquiry 
by one for the name of the engineer, and 
was told it was “Jim ” Saulpaugh (one ol 
the oldest engineers 
upon 
the road). 
“ W hat! old Jim ?” he 
asked, with 
a 
pleased expression. “Then it’s all right, all 
right,” and he sank back contented and re­ 
lapsed into silence. 
When he was not yet 17 years of 
age he entered railway 
service. 
He 
was apprenticed at the Northern Road 
shops, Concord, N. If., and served late in 
1852 as a machinist in the Vermont Central 
road shops, at Northfield, Vt. From 1854 
to 1855 he was foreman of the repair shop 
of the Chicago. Burlington and Quincy 
Road at Aurora. 111. H e ran as a locomo­ 
tive engineer on that road from 1855 to 
1857, and 'hereafter in like capacity on th- 
Peoria and Oquawka Railroad (eastern ex­ 
tension), and again on the Chicago, Bur­ 
lington and Quincy. W hile on the Chi­ 
cago, Burlington ami Quincy road. A. N. 
Towne, now General Manager of the South­ 
ern Pacific Company, was a conductor on 
the same line. In 1SG1 Mr. Stevens 


CAME TO CALIFORNIA 
And entered the service of the Market-street 
road, San Francisco, in 1SG2. as a m achin­ 
ist. In the same year be superintended the 
construction of locomotives at the Vulcan 
Iron Works, for use in Washington Terri­ 
tory. 
He re-entered the service of the 
Market-street 
road in the same year as 
Super ntendent of Machinery and in 1864 
took a position on the San Francisco and 
Alameda Railroad, and tilled, in about five 
years, the offices of Superintendent of Con­ 
struction of Engines and Cars, Superin­ 
tendent of Locomotive and Car Depart­ 
ment. and finally as Superintendent and 
Master Mechanic. H e then served the 
Oakland and San Francisco Railroad for a 
time 
as 
Superintendent 
and 
Master 
Mechanic, and in 1869 was made a Division 
Master Mechanic of the Central 
Pacific 
Railroad, with headquarters at Oakland. 
In 1870 he was promoted to the high trust 
of General Master Mechanic of th eC en tral 
Pacific Railroad and later of the Southern 
Pacific Company, filling the place from 
that time to the* hour ot his death. He 
was one of the busiest inventors the coun­ 
try lias had: his mind was constantly oc 
cupied with ideas of improvement in rail­ 
road machinery of all kinds, and lie rarely, 
if ever, failed when he once undertook to 
improve or construct a piece of machinery 
and all his inventions he applied to the 
benefit of the company he served. Among 
the most im portant of 


HIS INVENTIONS 
May be mentioned his snap-ring packing 
for steam pistons, generally acknowledged 
to be the best and most economical of 
steam piston packing in use; his steam 
steering-gear for steamboats, enabling one 
man with a lever to perform easily the 
work of four men in steering a vessel. 
This invention is in use on many boats on 
this coast, and is recognized by alfsteam boat 
men as an extremely valuable invention. 
It Í3 very simple in operation and cheap in 
construction- H is valve motion and bal­ 
anced valves, working in 
combination, 
is the 
GREATEST INVENTION OF HIS LIFE. 
A locomotive equipped with it will pay for 
itself, in saving of fuel, over the ordinary 
locomotive with the link-valve gear, in a 
little more than two years. He invented a 
burner, with other appliances, for the pnr- 
; pose of using erode petroleum to create 
i steam, and introduced it upon the boats 
of the Southern Pacific Company plying 
¡ between Oakland and San Francisco, his 
arrangement producing excellent results, 
showing a 
marked economy in 
fue), 
enabling one man to do the work of four 


men in “ firing.” Many of iris inventions 
he never took the trouble to patent, but 
seemed to be perfectly satisfied if they 
saved labor, promoted economy and were 
recognized—so unselfish was his generous 
nature. H e built the first locomotive, and 
built the first cual-burning locomotive in 
this State; he also constructed and ran the 
first locomotive ever used in Oregon. H e 
drove 
THE FIRST PILES 
For the famous long wharf at Oakland, 
which was tha beginning of what is now 
known as the great Oakland mole or pier, 
over which thousands ot people pass daily. 
He selected and had charge of the placing 
of the machinery in the transfer steamer 
Solano—the largest ferry-boat in the world. 
He also designed and built the machinery 
of the Piedmont, having an inclined en­ 
gine, the performance of which bas been 
the source of admiration to all mechanics 
who have seen it. Mr. Stevens also recon­ 
structed the steamer Oakland, and the 
work, like all he performed, was thorough, 
and produced the very best results. One 
of the finest pumps in the country he built 
for the city of Sacramento, ami It bears his 
name in the city’s W ater Works. These 
are but a very few of his grea works and 
inventions; indeed, the latter are to be 
numbered cv the score. 


IN LOCOMOTIVE H O LDIN G 
He was specially successful, building better 
engines and for less cost than such ma­ 
chines could be purchased for and delivered 
at Eastern manufactories, not withstanding 
the fact that nearlv all the material had to 
be bought in the Kist. 
He built many dif­ 
ferent styles of engines, the designs for 
which were entirely new and original. 
His locomotives and engines have per­ 
formed remarkably well, and have effected 
a great saving over Eastern engines in the 
same class of service. “ El Gobernador,” 
the engine named after Governor Stauford, 
until very recently was the largest locomo­ 
tive in tire world, and was designed by Mr. 
Stevens and constructed under his personal 
supervision, for service on m ountain di­ 
visions where great traction power is essen­ 
tial. 
H e built the entire machinery for the 
river boats Modoc and Apache, and also 
the boilers for the steamer Soiano, and the 
hydraulic machine for operating the im ­ 
mense aprons in the ferry slips. 
He de­ 
signed and constructed 


INNUMERABLE KINDS OF PUMPS, 
Both surface and deep-wed pumps. It was 
he who established the rolling mill plant 
at the Sacramento -shops, which has saved 
the company hundreds and thousands of 
dollars, ail of the machinery being de­ 
signed by him and built at the Sacramento 
shops. 
The new ¿boiler shop and new 
foundry buildings were erected (through 
his urgent request, and the engines for 
these buildings were designed by him and 
built at these shops. 
There is a perfect hydraulic svstem for 
cranes and elevators in the fouñdrv, roll­ 
ing mill, machine and boiler shops, the 
cranes ranging from one to twenty tons, 
and all are of his designing. 
His design 
of a steam coal crane was one of his great­ 
est successes. It was first made hydraulic, 
but subsequently he found that steam was 
quicker und cheaper. This crane is port­ 
able, standing on a car and can be run to 
any part of the road. Many Eastern roads 
have sent for the drawings of this device. 
H e also designed and built 


A USEFUL MACHINE 
For testing the quality of oil, and likewise 
a valuable machine for testing the strength 
of iron. The largest steam hammer here— 
standing in the rolling mill—in which have 
been forged twenty-four shafts, was de­ 
signed by him and built in Sacramento 
under his supervision. After testing four 
or five “ spike” machines purchased from 
Eastern manufacturers, Mr. Stevens de­ 
signed and 
constructed two machines, 
one 
of which 
more than 
fills 
the 
place of 
four 
of 
the Eastern 
make. 
His 
safety revolviug 
switch-stand 
is 
universally used on the Central Pacific 
Railroad. If was wholly original with 
him , and is for day and night service, and 
so arranged that the bolts cannot be picked 
by tramps or vicious persons and the switch 
thrown out—a liability of the old style of 
railroad switch. 
Still, there are many other inventions by 
Mr. Stevens that might be named, but 
probably none but himself could have cata­ 
logued them all. Not one of all the works 
of his genius but contributed to mechanic 
progress and economic labor, and hence to 
hum an happiness and the prosperity of 
men. 
H IS CHARACTER. 
He was greatly beloved by all his subor­ 
dinates, and respected and admired by his 
superior officers, and than this no man 
needs a higher testimonial for faithfulness 
anil ability. As an instance of the devo­ 
tion ot the men at the railroad shops in 
this city, when the news of his death was 
received, it seemed as if a pall had sud­ 
denly fallen upon the works, and manv 
strong men bowed their heads, and break­ 
ing down, wept. H e had always required 
of them full, tair, honest work and finished 
products. 
He would tolerate no shirking, 
no patchwork; he abhorred r. ere devices 
when complete remedies could as well be 
applied : lie knew a good workman and 
pitied a poor one and despised a lazy one. 
H e was human and fallible, and men some­ 
times felt his anger, but these were only as 
passing clouds. Over and above all was 
his uniform kindness, even gentleness. 
Men feared him, not for his anger, but be­ 
cause 
his 
displeasure was 
certain 
to 
be 
received 
as 
deserved 
and 
occa­ 
sioned by some construction, some work 
not up to his high standard. So as they 
respected his genius and skill, they looked 
up to him ; himself a hard worker, he 
knew how to spare his men and yet get the 
best ri-snlts: and, moreover, he respected 
them : they were his peers, his fellows, and 
so they loved while they feared him. 
He 
believed in 


THOROUGH, GOOD WORK. 
And in good pay for it. 
W hen an effort 
was made to reduce wages in his depart­ 
ment, it being thought an economic neces­ 
sity, he put himself in front and resisted 
with such firmness and manliness and such 
a showing that his men were not touched 
and suffered no reduction of wages. He 
was a man of wonderful executive ability. 
He could map out the work lor and keep 
busy thousands of men, and oversee the 
whole construction. 
In fact he was so tire­ 
less a worker that his devotion to duty 
killed him. 
In building machinery he 
overtasked 
that 
of 
his 
body 
and 
called 
too 
heavily upon 
his 
mental 
powers. H e gave himself not nearly enough 
of rest, and seldom took what may be really 
termed recreation. Many a time has he 
been found by his family in the small 
hours of the night at his desk, with his 
draughting implements before him, fallen 
back in the unhealtbful 
leep of titter ex­ 
haustion. 
His preoccupation upon the 
street in recent years was noticed by all 
who knew him, his mind being ever busy 
with mechanical schemes and the respon­ 
sibility imposed upon him. It should here 
be stated that his employers deplored his 
constant devotion to work on his part, and 
often begged him to rest. At la>t they 
forced him to take a leave of aosence, and 
did all in their power to give him rest and 
save him to still more usefulness to his fel- 
lowmen. But his miud was intent upon 
improvements to save labor by perfecting 
machinery and to render railroading more 
and more secure to passengers and goods, 
and more and more economic to its oper­ 
ators. 
He was a 


QUIET, RETIRING, SENSITIVE 
Man. He spoke but little, but always to 
the purpose. He was deliberate in judg­ 
ment and firm in resolves. Occasionally 
he was led by all his responsibilities and 
the hundreds looking to him for direction 
into some heat, as if he was wearied with 
the struggle, but these manifestations were 
infrequent and but momentary. Censure 
deserved, however, he applied vigorously, 
and seldom had occasion to withdraw it. 
He was affectionate, loved his home and 
domestic comforts, but bis tireless energy 
and devotion to business drew him con­ 
stantly from the rest of home he so much 
needed. 
He was a man ot clean habits, 
upright life, 
wronging 
and defrauding 
none, dealing fairly and squarely with his 
fellows and winning the esteem of his 
neighbors and the respect of the people of 
this city and wherever he was known, and 
that is to say throughout the State wher­ 
ever a railroad track is laid. His loss is 
one deeply felt, as is evidenced by the fact 
that the 
City 
Trustees 
adjourn 
their 
meeting 
in 
respect 
to 
his memory 
and the Board of Trade requests that all 
business be suspended to-dav during the 
hours of his funeral. W o rt will not be 
prosecuted at the railroad shops to-day. and 
flags will fly at half-mast in all quarters. 
Locomotives traverse the lines draped in 
crape and emblems of sorrow, ana rail­ 
road works bear nronm ing trappings. Yes­ 
terday at the railroad shops the men, on 
being called upon by some of their fellows 
for contributions for floral funeral offer­ 
ings, needed no second word, but fairly 
crowded each other in mournful solicitude 
to be first to contribute. The offerings, 
it is understood, will be of the most 
elaborate character. Among others there 
is to be a floral driving-wheel, a floral loco­ 
motive. a floral hydraulic riveting machine 
and a floral steam hammer.

E d s. R e c o r d - U n io n : I feel that I cannot 
let yon issue your Monday paper without 
asking you a little space. The past week 
in Sacramento has been one of unparalleled 
local distress to us. Three of our most es­ 
teemed citizens and neighbors have passed 
away, each oi them leaving us suddenly 
and unexpectedly. 
I refer to Mr. Foster, 
Mr. H urd and, last, Mr. Stevens. 
Who 
next? 
Mr. Foster was identified as a pioneer, with 
a California pioneer’s family, who we all 
loved and respected. 
Next, our friend anil 
neighbor, Horatio Hurd, a son of a Pio­ 
neer ; one who has been identified with 
the commercial and social interest of Sac­ 
ramento for a quarter of a century. Sac­ 
ramento will ever remember them. Now 
comes, unexpected to us all, as, indeed, the 
other two deaths were, the death of A. J. 
Stevens, well known to us all as the Master 
Mechanic of the Southern Pacific Railroad 
Company. 
Mr. Stevens has always been since his 
connection with the company (near a quar­ 
ter of a centurv), a warm friend of Sacra­ 
mento and its best interests, as well as the 
great interests of the company that he has 
so long and ably represented. 
Years ago, when the politics of Sacra­ 
mento were divided on local issues, the 
company which Mr. Stevens was represent­ 
ing was ignored at the ballot-box by ad­ 
verse influences from some of the press of 
Sacramento, still Mr. Stevens, ever true 
and ever watchful—believing that Sacra­ 
mento was the central point of the railroad 
interests of California—prevailed by argu­ 
ment, and demonstrated to the directory 
that 
could 
not 
be 
contradicted, 
that 
Sacramento 
was 
the 
center 
for 
their 
great 
railroail 
shops. 
Mark Hopkins and C. P. Huntington said 
to m e : 
“ We m ust remove our offices. 
Sacramento don’t want us here, but by the 
advice of Mr. Stevens we have concluded 
to make Sacramento the headquarters for 
our shops, arid this you people of Sacra­ 
mento we feel assured will appreciate at a 
later date.” 
Since then, Mr. Stevens has been instru­ 
mental in building up in our midst an 
industry that no State in the Union can 
equal, with 2,000 employes, and a pay-roll 
of hundreds of thousands a month" paid 
to our people. 
We must all feel sad at the 
death of one who has been so steadfast a 
friend of us all as a community.

He was 
one of the first to engage in agriculture in 
the Sacramento valley. The funeral will 
take place from his late residence, Beach’s 
Grove, at 10 a . m . to-morrow.

VICE UNRESTRAINED. 


CHINESE LOTTERIES RUNNING IN 
FULL BLAST ON I STREET. 


T he P o lice F o rce W in k a t th e E v il- 
D eb a u ch in g Y o u th s—L ocation 
o f th e G am b lin g H ells. 


Yesterday afternoon a reporter took a 
stroll through Chinatown to notice the 
activities of the Chinese New Y'ear celebra­ 
tion that is now in full blast, and to ascer­ 
tain the locations of the various Chinese 
lottery games 
that 
are 
in operation. 
The “ pencil-pnsher” reached the principal 
part of town about 3:30. A t that time the 
streets, more particularly I street, presented 
its usual appearance, except that in front of 
nearly every house there were suspended two 
or three gigantic Chinese lanterns, and the 
sidewalks were covered with the fragments 
of thousands of firecrackers that had been 
used in ushe.ing in the New Y’ear the 
night previous. 
In a short time the street 
took on a more animated appearance. The 
crowd of Chinese became denser each mo­ 
ment, and by 4 o'clock the sidewalks were 
made almost impassable by a crowd of 
Chinese, largely augmented by the arrival 
of many whites and negroes. The hour 
for drawing in the lotteries is 11 o’clock at 
night and 4 o'clock in the afternoon of 
each day. At these times the sidewalks 
are always crowded. The repot ter entered 
ONE OF THE LOTTERY HOUSES 
And noticed the “ modus operandi” of the 
game, a short description of which may be 
interesting. The lottery game is a co-part­ 
nership concern ; and the wealthier the 
concern the better it is patronized. The 
tickets are about 51 inches square, printed 
in black ink on parchm ent paper. They 
contain eighty Chinese characters, which 
are separated for convenience into two 
divisions, there being forty above and 
forty below two parallel 
lines drawn 
through the center. They are of various 
prices to suit the varying differences in 
the purses of the patrons. 
The usual 
prices for tickets are 5c, 10c, 15c, 20c, 25c, 
50c, 80c and $1 10. The purchaser marks 
off ten characters, and has a copy of the 
ticket ma le iu a book kept for that purpose 
by the agents. The drawing is as follows: 
Eighty characters exactly like those on a 
tick, but 
ABOUT TWO INCHES HIGH 
Are pasted on a board hanging on a wall in 
the drawing-room. At the hour of the 
drawing, in the presence of the spectators, 
the numbers are removed from the wall by 
an attendant, rolled into a ball and thrown 
into a large tin basin. W hen all the slips 
have been rolled up and placed in the 
basin they are shaken up and then dis­ 
tributed equally into four bowls numbered 
1 , 2, 3 and 4, in Chinese 
characters. 
The bowls are then placed on a table in 
open sight, and four papers bearing in Chi­ 
nese marks the numbers of the bowls are 
rolled up, placed in the tin basin and a 
spectator is asked to open one of the slips 
and announce the number, and whether it 
be 1. 2, 3 or 4, the bowl thus selected con­ 
tains the winning numbers. The contents 
of the other bowls are then thrown away. 
As soon as this is done one of the firm 
opens the numbers in the bowl, and in a 
sort of sing-song chant calls out the num ­ 
ber, shows it to the spectators and then 
pastes it on the wall where it can be 
plainly seen by all. When he calls out the 
numbers the other 


MEMBERS OF THE CONCERN 
Mark them out in red ink on tiekets ex­ 
actly like the purchaser’s, but printed in 
green ink. W hen the numbers, twenty in 
all, have been called out, copies of the 
drawings are made out and given to anv 
that desire them. There is usually a crush 
for a few moments as the drawings are 
being given out. Those who have pur­ 
chased tickets retire to the street or some 
other convenient place and compare their 
tickets with the drawing. If they have 
a 
ten-cent 
ticket 
and 
catch 
five 
marks they win fifteen cents, if six marks 
$1 80, if seven marks, $10, and pro rata 
upwards. An eight or a nine-spot ticket is 
A BIG THING FOR THE POSSESSOR. 
A ten-spot is seldom caught. No esti­ 
mate can be made as to the earnings of a 
lottery game, but a vast amount of money 
must change hands each day. The game is 
becoming more popular every day, and all 
classes try their luck, from the ten-year-old 
schoolboy to the grown man. Some who 
patronize the lotteries and who were no­ 
ticed at the drawing by the reporter would 
greatly object to the fact becoming known 
that they are regular patrons of Chinese 
lotteries. The game possesses a fascina­ 
tion, and like many other vices has ruined 
many and is ruining more every day. It 
was stated that a certain barber had 


GAMBLED AWAY HIS HOME 
In these lotteries, but this fact is not 
vouched for as absolutely true. Any way, 
the barber owns his home no more. These 
games are run and patronized in bold de­ 
fiance of the law ; in fact, hundreds of 
Chinese make lottery gaming a business. 
The police pass the places daily and see the 
games running in full blast, but make no 
effort to suppress them. Sections 319 320 
of the Penal Code include lotteries among 
the games prohibited by statute, and pro­ 
vide penalties for the violation thereof. 
For the benefit of the present police force, 
and the new Chief of Police that is to be. 
a list of the games now running in this 
city, so far as ascertained, is annexed. 


WHERE TO FIND THEM. 
Lum Ki Company, 314 I street; Lee 
Sung, 30S and 310 I street; Tie Lee. 310 I 
street; Fook Tie, 314 I street; H ongFook, 
3181 street: Suie Lee, 318 I street; Yee 
Kee and others conduct an agency at 1010 
Sixth street; Fook Luk Shue at 310 I 
street. There is also a lottery at 314 I 
street. Tie Wo A Co. operate the most 
wealthy and most lucky concern at 312, 
or thereabouts—the houses not being num ­ 
bered in that vicinity. W all Y'ing also has 
a lottery in the same block. Nearly every 
China store in town is an agency for one or 
more of these lotteries, and the ladies who 
buy can do so on either J or K streets. 
In this connection it may be stated that 
there was a “ chnck-a-luck” table operated 
by some tough-looking citizens at the 
sonthwest corner of Fourth and I streets 
yesterday. This game, judging from the 
money displayed on the table, must be do- 
iug a thriving business. The faro banks 
are all in full blast on Second street, also 
on K street: and its dollars to little apples 
that every policeman in town knows who 
is running each one, and the extent of the 
games. Should not Sacramento do away 
with her police force? Is not the present 
one a roaring farce? Are the officers paid 
$100 per month to close their eyes to viola­ 
tions of the law?

all that he sees in the newspapers or his 
party’s platform from beginning to end, 
even the speeches made in Congress.

I never wonder that men 
are attracted. A young man follows his 
brilliant beauty of expression as naturally 
as he follows step to the beating of a dram .

N ew Y ork, February liith.—T he great 
six-nay pedestrian m atch was concluded at 
Id o'clock last night in th e presence of a 
large audience. A t 10 o’clock in the m orn­ 
ing m e score was :

A t 1 o’clock p . m. A lbert was 060 yards 
ahead of th e record m ade by Fitzgerald 
May 5, 1&S4, and was traveling about five 
m tles an hour. 
H e looks fresh and in 
good shape. 
H e says be w ants to m ake 
630 miles. 
At (1.30 o'clock A lbert m ade his six h u n ­ 
dred and seventh m ile, appealing alm ost as 
fresh as he did w hen he began the race 
last Sunday night. 
At 7:01 o’clock he fin­ 
ished his six hundred and eighth m ile. A t 
7:10 o’clock Moore had scored 525 miles, 
and at 7:13 A lbert had laid 000 m iles be­ 
hind him and was going in good shape, oc­ 
casionally breaking into a run, and m ak­ 
ing his six-hundred and tenth m ile at a 
seven-m ile gait, and tied th e record at 
7:23 58-', an hour and forty m inutes ahead 
of Fitzgerald’s tim e. 
H e ran the six h u n ­ 
dredth and tenth m ile like a deer, stepping 
high and w ithout an apparent etlbrt. 
H is 
last m ile was m ade in 11 m inutes and 58J 
seconds. 
A surging crowd followed along 
the rails, cheering him en.
